Mr Woods, who is a Fellow of 
the Royal Entomological Society, 
has spent 14 yeors investigating 
the habits of the honey bee and 
his Apldictor Is the result of ten 
years' r 


“With it a bee keeper with a 
discriminating car can cut his 
Oe a ecm igi for im- 

g-sworming by at least 50 
per cent,” Mr Woods sald. 

He stipulates “discriminating” 
because in Its present slage of 
development the Apidictor can 
only bo used properly by people 
with “tone discrimination,” 

In fact Mr Woods at present 
declines to sell his device to 
those without tho necessnry ¢x- 
perience and tonal judgment. 


This is because the only 
suitable microphone _ hitherto 
available in Britain tended. to 
pick up noises from electrical 
“dirt” in the atmosphere and 
this sometimes caused users to 
think mistakenly that the colony 
of bees was about to swarm, 

But Mr Woods is now testing 
a new microphone and hopes 
that if it Js successful the Apidic- 
tor can be marketed eccmmecr- 
clally.

The Apldictor also eliminates 
opening of hives and a‘ search 
for queen cells when no swarm 
Js Indicated.
